Postal. 



That the foreign mail relations of 
this Province are in an extremely un- 
Batisiactory condition nobody can 
deny. A few weeks ago thoro was a 
great bIiow of American enterprise. A 
certain San Francisco steamboat com- 
pany was going to send a boat here 
©Very week and rush things gonerally 
on the North Pacific. There had been 
ft. good deal of talk about British capi- 
tal and enterprise relieving our Ameri- 
can neighbors of the service, or at least 
sharing it, and the reprenentativea of 
two embryo companies were at Ottawa 
seeking assurances of subsidiary en- 
couragement. It does not Beem to 
have occurred to the unsuspicious Ca- 
nadian authorities to connect these 
circumstances with the weekly steam 
splurge which would appear to have 
contributed its quota towards superin- 
ducing the existing unsatisfactory con- 
dition. However groundless the sus- 
picion may be that tho grand weekly 
project was merely a bit of Yankie 
"steamboating," it is beyond question 
that the time of its birth and the time 
of its death were both suggestive and 
suspicious. These recent experiences 
have their lessons which it were well 
that the Government and people 
should read, mark, learn and inwardly 
digeBt. The first is that of self-reliance 
and self-help. As a British people, 
•we can and should be our own car- 
riers. Iu former articles we pointed 
out that this community was not only 
competent, but that it was its ob vious 
interest in eveiy sonse to undertake 
ths steam sorvico between Victoria and 
San Francisco. The second is that 
we should not rely too much upon a 
neighbor who, having little or no in- 
terest in common with us, is not at all 
likely to serTe us well. We are pay- 
ing annually very largo sums for tho 
mail service between hero and Han 
Francisco, and are getting vory little 
value for it. It is earnestly to be 
hopod that tho service may be placed 
on a rnoro healthy and satisfactory 
basis. If no British hand will grasp 
it, let the conditions be at least sucn 
as will afford a reasonable guarantee 
that the interests of the country shall 
not be altogether lost sight of, if not 
wantonly trampled upon.

His Holiness never has any fire.

Iu tho 
great ante-rooms there nvo those huge 
copper brnziers, detestable tilings, 
filled with .charconl and asphyxia. 
There is a rumor that the Pope in- 
tends to come down from the Vatican 
into St. Peter's every Friday during 
Lout to adore tho Blessed Siiditnent, 
according to an old custom of his be- 
fore tho entry of the Italians iu 1870. 
Tho clerical journals do not confirm 
this report, but I should not bo sur- 
prised if he did so. The henlth oi 
tho Holy Father is causing some un- 
easiness among hia medical men. He 
is not positively ill, and every one who 
sees hiui at an audience reports him 
as remarkable rosy, active and cheer- 
ful. There is no pain in his extremi- 
ties, no indication of disease, but there 
are languid symptoms in the ndipose 
matter that gave rise to fear that a 
slow paralysis is approaching. His 
attendants notice that his strength is 
less; he tarka very little, has not much 
appetite; but, luckily, is anxious to 
move about. Last Sunday, as tho day 
was tine, he wished to walk in tho gar- 
den, but when ha r'tfaih-v.l tho library his 
bre'ath bocamo asthamatic, and ho had to 
bo held up by Moneigiior Ricci an>l a 
Spanish Bishop, who wero present; after 
ho rallied he returned to his apartment, 
but tho usual andienco of the day took 
plnco. The audiences cheor him. 
Tho people who crowd to see the 
Holy Father rim always agreea 
bio. No matter what may be the relig- 
ious faith or political views, each visitor 
approaches that venerable old man with 
respect and revoronce. Tho physician* 
counsel him to use as much physical mo 
tion as possible, aa well us agreeable and 
varied occupation Therefore, as I have 
said above, [ should not ba nurprwod if 
the report of the Lenten Friday visita to 
the Sacrament Chapel of St. Peter's 
sho uld be true.

How Horses are Humanely 
Shod—The Manner of TTs- 
ing the Goodenongh Shoe- 
Quito a gathering of gentlemen inter- 
ested in horse flesh took place on Satur- 
day night to witness tho opening of tha 
•stablishment devoted to shoeing horses- 
according to the new method invented 
and patented by Mr. Goodenongh. There - 
were gontlemon present who had never 
tried tho shoo, but desired to investigate 
its merits, a?d others who had used it on 
their animals for months. Moro for tho 
benefit of that noble animal, the horse, 
than for any other purpose, a reporter of 
the Bulltttn inquired of thes e latter gen- 
tlemen tho result of thoir experience. 
Oapt. Birdsoll, who superintends that de- 
partment of Wells, Fargo k Co.'s busi- 
ness expressed himself unhesitatingly 
and decidedly in its favour, as onabling 
tho horse to do his work with moro ease 
and comfort to himnolf. A drivor of one 
of Perine A Co.'s heavy dray teams had 
uesd two sets of shoes on his team, and 
was fully satisfied that his horses conld 
pnll and back with moro ease than with 
tho old style of shoe. Mr. Skelly, of tho 
North Beach and Mission railroad, said 
tho company tried it on o-ver 300 horses 
and found that thoy had many less lamo 
horses now then beforo, while many of 
thoso supposed to be permanently injur- 
r d were recovering. Mr Woodward, fore- 
man of the road, was oven moro emphat- 
io in his endorsement. John Wilson of 
tho oirous, McCord & Maloou, Orrick 
Johnson, (who kept the first livery stable 
on tho Pacific Coast,) Dr. Bucknell, Mr. 
Hunter, Secretary of tho Society for tha 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, Brady 
A Loinhardt, proprietors of tho Lick 
House coaches, Dr. Perine, Dr. Mauser, 
Mr. Kingsley and numoroun others added 
their testimony to tho above, and if thoro 
wero any present who had tried the new 
shoo and wero dissatisfied, tho porter 
did not see them. These gon tlemen seem- 
ed to agioe upon the following superior- 
ity: First— Leaving tho frog untouched, 
by which means it retained its life and 
elasticity, promoting Healthy circulation 
in that part of tho foot. Second —Bring- 
ing tho weight of the animal on tho whole 
bottom of the foot, instead of placing it 
upon throe caulks, two of whioh were 
under the heel, thus producing thoso 
painful corns with which horses nre af- 
flicted. Mr. Woodward said: "With this 
shoo thoy cannot have corns; with tho 
old one they must." Third— Plaoing the 
shoo on the hocf cold.tbusavoiding burn- 
ing tho oil out of tho -hoof. Fourth — 
Placing no nail within an inoh and a half 
of the back of the shoe, allowing the foot 
to expand naturally, as the foot grows 
instead of contracting upon the frog. 
From all the evidence it does seem that 
man's best servant will have his toil some- 
what lightened and his eornfort promot- 
ed by shosing him upon scientific princi- 
ples, with shoes made to conform to the 
natural foot, and applied cold to tho 
hoof. After six months' practioal trial, 
the system has been ordered applied to 
all tho oalvary horses by the Govern- i 
ment authorities. — S. F. Bulletin. 



OBTLon is likely to be added to tho liBt 
of English colonies in which Church and 
Stalo have boon separated. At present 
tho Government makes an annual grant 
of 90,000 rupees for tho support of Epis- 
copal and Presbyterian olergymou, This 
grant has always been resisted by the 
Baptists, and now tho Buddhists make a 
claim fo Government aid for repair of 
their temples, whioh are falling into da- 
oay. The present Governor of Coylon, 
Mr. W. H. Gregory, was formerly an ad- 
herent of Mr. Gladstono, and favours tho 
withdrawal of tbo Government grantB 
from tho Churches. The working of the 
State System is well illustrated in a letter 
from Ceylon:— £10,000 a jear is voted 
for tho salaries of men in the colony, and 
in addition a large sum goes 
in tho shape of pensions to cler- 
gymen who have staid here the 
regulation number of years, and who now 
have highly paid 'charges' in Anatralia. 
England, and Scotland, besides the fat 
pensions they draw from a land which 
needs every penny of its revonud for tha 
opening up of the country and tho sup- 
port of existing institutions. To orown 
all, there aro now in England three Bish- 
ops of Colombo— Bishop Chapman, who 
draws a pension of nearly £1,000 per an- 
num ; Bishop Claughton, who draws no 
pension, while Archdeacon of London; 
and Bishop Jermyn, who arrived bore 
oarly in 1872, and haB already been once 
away from tho island, drawing fullsalarv 
£1,000.' V
